and that therefore under no system 
of operation, however efficient, could 
the railways under

INVESTIGATION OF 


LABOR CONDITIONS 


Regarded as Necessary Before T,CRisla- 


" lion Bestrictins Immigration 


Can Be Enacted. • 


Before legislation is 
enacted ' by 


Congress providing against all immi- 
gration in the United States tor ju 
period of from one to tour years, as 
urged by members of Congress, there 
is to he a thorough investigation or 
the labor conditions and the needs of 
laborers in various industries 
and 


callings by the House Immigration 
Committee. 'Within two weeks sub- 
committees of the Immigration Com- 
mittee are to visit the various indus- 
trial and agricultural sections -of the 
country and there hold hearings to 
ascertain exact conditihs. • These in- 
vestigations will go into mining in- 
dustry, manufacturing, and the needs 
for farm and household labor. 


Many complaints have reached the 


committee that there is a scarcity of 
.common labor both m the industries 
and as domestics in household work. 
The recent labor 
disorders in 
the- 


United States has resulted also in 
recommendations fro-n large employ- 
ers of common labor that no bars fqr 
absolute prohibition of immigration be 
raised at this time and.'that the re- 
'strictive laws now existing should be 
interpreted with due consideration to 
the needs oJ industry. 


JVlthin the past week tho Secretary 


of Labor, under the war powers, has 
issued an order permitting Mexican 
labor to cross the border 
into the 


United States under contract to work 
on the agricultural lands~ in border 
states. It is pointed out by opponents 
of prohibitive immigration that con- 
ditions which made this necessary in 
the agricultural Belds apply a>so to
